A Vichy despatch from the Ukraine 
front says that battles of extreme 
violence are raging outside Sebastopol, 
and the Germans have, for the first 
time, flung monster tanks into breaches 
north-east and south-east of the city. 


DEFENCES BREACHED 


German flame-throwing detachments 
are claimed to have widened a breach 
north-east. of Sebastopol, while the 
breach in the south-east was deepened 
in the direction of Kadikowka, where 
fierce fighting is in nrogress. 

Pravda says :—‘‘ The order of the 
day is: ‘Not a step back.’

GERMAN CLAIMS 


The German communiqué states :— 
“In front of Sebastopol, after bitter 
hand-to-hand fighting, the German 
attack penetrated ever deeper 
into the fortified region, which is pro- 
tected by all means of modern technique 
and nature. The modern and strong 
ort of Stalin, situated on a dominating 
height; was captured. Enemy counter- 
attacks failed. 

‘‘ Our bombers sank a transport ship 
of 10,000 tons which was entering the 
southern bay of the fortress. In the 
Black Sea an Italian motor torped> 
boat on the night of June 12th 
torpedoed a large, strongly escorted, 
enemy steamer. In Crimean waters 
the Luftwaffe destroyed a Soviet A.-.\. 
ship and damaged one enemy destroyer. 

“In a night attack on an enemy 
convoy at the mouth of the Bristol 
Channel five merchant ships and one 
British destroyer were hit by bombs 
and damaged. 

““In the area east of Kharkov part 
of the encircled enemy forces was 
annihilated or taken prisoner. Fight- 
ing against the remnants of the beaten 
enemy is still in progress. Up to now 
over 20,000 prisoners have been taken 
and 169 tanks, 113 guns, and a number 
of other weapons and war material 
captured or destroyed.’’—(Reuter.) 


JAPANESE INVASION OF 
ALEUTIANS 
AMERICAN COMIN ENT 


NEW YORK, Sunday.—The bad 
weather in the Aleutian Islands, which 
is a region of constant fog and storm, 
has precluded air search operations 
until within the last 24 hours, says 
The Times (Press Association copy- 
right). 

Psychologically for its influence on 
Japanese public opinion, a Japanese 
fanding at Attu may be important, 
seeing that sooner or later the Japanese 
Naval Command will have to let out 
the news of its disasters in the Coral 
Sea and at Midway. Otherwise the

Attu, too, is a desolate spot of little 
or no military value. swept by storms 
and often buried in fog, barren, moun- 
tainous, and having a treacherous coast 
line of rocks and reefs. Kiska, on the 
other hand, has one of the best har- 
bours in the Aleutians, but it is @ 
harbour still undeveloped, and Kiska, 
too. suffers from frequent fogs.

Tuesday the Department of Supplies 
ordained that all clothing should be 
rationed, Every citizen of the 
twenty-six counties was allotted » 
quota of fifty-two coupons for the 
iod of a year, on the condition 
that twenty-six of them must not be 
used until] next October. The 
primary object of this decision was 
to: prevent the depletion of Eire’s 
stocks by visitors from Northern 
Ireland, who, apparently, had been 
contriving to defy the Customs 
regulations at the border; and, 
although it was felt that the 
rationing scheme was unnecessarily 
drastic, most people were prepared 
to aecept it with reasonably good 
grace. Then the drapers took a hand 
in the game. They made such a strong 
protest that the Minister for 
Supplies decided immediately to 
mend his hand. He announced that 
the annual quota of coupons would 
be inereased from fifty-two to 
seventy-eight, and, furthermore, 
that the order regarding the with- 
holding of half the number until 
October would be rescinded. In spite 
of these concessions, the drapers 
were not satisfied. They informed 
the public that their stocks never 
had been so big as they were at 
present, and insisted that their 
shops would be closed to-day in 
order to enable their staffs to attend 
a mass meeting of protest in the 
Dublin Mansion House, The 
Minister, who: apparently had 
refused at first to discuss the matter 
with representatives of the trade, 
thought better of his refusal on 
Saturday, and invited them to meet 
him te-day, when, presumably, the 
whole situation will be reviewed. 
Evidently, the business has been 
mishandled by both sides. The 
Government took a decision which 
it has admitted to have been wrong, 
and the drapers, by their declaration 
of what is tantamount to a one-day 
strike, seem to have acted, to say 
the least of it, hastily. If Mr. 
Lemass in the beginning had agreed 
to take the drapery trade into his 
confidence, all the trouble might 
have been avoided; at any rate, he 
would not have placed himself in 
the humiliating position in which 
he finds himself at the moment, On 
the other hand, while we have some 
sympathy with the drapers, we 
cannot approve of their decision tc 
close their shops, even for a day. 
It has set an undesirable, and even 
a dangerous, precedent; and we feel 
that such an open challenge to the 
Government in the long run will 
prove to have been unwise.. Tha 
damage, if any, however, has been 
done now. Dublin and other centres 
of population in Fire will find them- 
selves without drapery establish- 
ments to-day. We only can hope 
that -a settlement acceptable to 
everybody concerned will be reached 
this morning, and that in future 
hasty decisions will be avoided by 
Government and traders alike.
